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The  Southern  California  Project 

About  one  year  ago  first  steps  were  taken  by  Pacifica  Foundation  to  establish 
a  listener-subscription  radio  station  in  Southern  California.  Since  this  time  considera- 
ble progress  has  been  made,  with  the  clear  prospect  that  broadcasting  will  begin  before 
mid-year  1958.  A  vigorously  pursued  fund-raising  effort  has  brought  in  sufficient 
capital  to  make  all  needed  equipment  purchases  and  to  meet  station  construction 
costs.  Further  negotiations  are  in  progress  to  acquire  additional  funds  that  will  provide 
a  reserve  for  the  first  few  months  of  deficit  operation. 

A  transmitter  site  has  been  secured  on  Mt.  Wilson,  the  most  favorable  location 
in  the  Los  Angeles  basin  to  permit  a  strong  signal  delivery  into  Santa  Barbara  and 
San  Diego.  The  Foundation  also  has  secured  an  option  to  purchase  a  10  kilowatt 
transmitter. 

Application  for  a  broadcast  channel  and  permit  to  construct  the  station  has  been 
made  to  the  Federal  Communications  Commission.  As  soon  as  the  permit  is  issued 
station  construction  will  begin. 

Staff  appointments  are  now  being  made  for  the  new  station,  and  to  date  the 
services  of  a  Station  Engineer,  a  Program  Director,  and  a  Music  Director  have  been 
enlisted. 

Over  the  months  that  fund-raising  and  development  activities  have  been  going 
on,  there  has  been  a  steadily  growing  interest  in  the  project  among  those  who  will 
constitute  the  listeners  to  the  new  station.  Many  people  have  written,  who  have  one 
way  or  another  heard  about  the  project,  and  many  of  these  have  sought  enrollment 
as  Charter  Subscribers.  Some  of  these  people  are  former  KPFA  subscribers,  who 
refer  to  themselves  as  exiles  to  Southern  California,  not  because  of  smog,  traffic,  nor 
the  hectic  pace — one  assumes — but  because  of  the  intellectual  malnutrition  that  follows 
withdrawal  from  the  KPFA  signal  area.  As  may  be  imagined,  these  people  make  up 
the  hard  core  of  devoted  supporters  and  have  been  most  active  in  enlisting  new  Charter 
Subscribers. 

The  Southern  California  project  has  certainly  now  reached  a  point  where  its 
realization  is  substantially  assured,  and  where  you,  the  KPFA  listeners,  can  give  the 
project  a  helping  hand.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  a  large  audience  ready  and 
waiting  for  the  new  station  to  begin  its  broadcasts.  The  350  Charter  Subscribers 
already  enrolled  represent  a  good  beginning.  However,  it  is  entirely  possible  that  the 
new  station  could  immediately  reach  an  audience  of  two  thousand  or  more.  This 
depends  upon  the  amount  of  promotion  that  can  be  given  to  the  venture  in  the  next 
few  months.  If  every  KPFA  subscriber  took  the  trouble  to  alert  his  friends  in  Southern 
California  of  impending  developments,  it  would  be  of  enormous  help.  Prospective 
subscribers  should  be  urged  to  write  to  Pacifica  Foundation  at  its  Southern  California 
office:  Box  504-F,  Altadena,  California.
